• according to the neceffity of the time • Neither 
did humility wrong Majefty, when there was no 
other means to contain Spirits fo infolent; but 

* diflembling. He therefore fummoneth in his own 
perfon the forts of his Fafteft friends, to yield to 
his grcateft enemies. Thefe he enters in (hew as 
his lodging, but in effeft his prifonV # and faw 
himfelf forced to arm againft his friends, and to 
receive now Law from him, to whom he lately 
thought to give ir. Thus Leyceper is become a 
darling of the Common rout, who eafily change 
to every new Mafter, but the beft dufrft not faile 
along his fortune, by the light of his glory :

Publick motions depend on the condud of 
Fortune •, private on our own carriage, we muft 
beware of running down deep hills with -weighty 
bodies, they once in motion, Suo ferwtur fan- 
dere y flops are not then voluntary ; but Leyctjitr 
at thit inftant with the King, and out of the 
ftoirm might have efcaped , if his courage and 
hope hadnot made him more refolute by misfor- 
tune, fo that he could neither forfake his follow- 
ers, nor bis ambition ; thus making adverfity the 
exercife of his venue, he came and fell*. Prr- r 
vate Cogitations may take more or lefs of for- 
tune, hit thoughts (we fee J 'once raifed to 
the heighth of rule, are no more in our own 
power, having no mean to ftep upon between 
the higheft of all and precipitation. 

The King by this bleffed Fortune freed, and 
obeyed, began to fearch the ground of his for- 
mer mifery, anil why that Vertue and Fortune 
that had <o long fetled and maintained under 
his Anceftors the glory of his Empire, had caft 
her in his time off, and confpired with her Ene- 
mies, to tier almoft ruine, as if the Genim of the 
ftate had quite forfook her. Here he finds his 
waftefiil hand bad been too quick, both over 
the Perfons ai)d fortunes of his People, the

wife or worthy, are but as acceflaries, not princt 
pals, in fomentation of the State ^ their Office

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This peace attended ever after his age and Bartbxotton. 
hearfe, and he happily lived to fafhion his Son cbron.Norwh< 
and Socceflbur, and to make him Partner of his 
own experience and authority, whofe own hard 
education training him from that intemperance, 
which makes men inferiour to beads, framed him 
to affeft glory, and vertue, which made him fu- 
periour to men. So that all the Aftions of his 
future Reign were exaft grounds of Difcipline > 
and Policy, for his beft fucceffbur to rule by af- 
ter, who as he was the firft of his name fince 
the Conqueft, fo was he the firft that fetled the 
Law and State, deferving the Stile of England* 
Juftinian, and the proud title to have freed this 
Kingdom from the wardfhip of the Peers, /hew- 
ing himfelf in all his A&ions after, capable to 
Command not the Realm only, but the whole 
World. 

Thus do the wrongs of our Enemies more 
than our own difcretions, make us fometimes both ' 
wife and fortunate.

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Lthough we fee that natural 
caufes produce fometimes 
. contrary eflfe&s , that th6 
1 Sun which draws up the 
Clouds , can alfo Icatter 
them, that the fame Wind 
both lights arid blows out the Taper > that 
Vipers letve for wholfom Medicaments, and 
Scorpions carry about them an Antidote 
to their own poifon : it is hot fo neverthe- 
lefs in Moral and Politick affairs, whereirt 
that which is once ill, is alwayes accounted, 
fuch ; from whence is begot in us that qua- 
lity which we call Experience > whereby 
wife men are accuftomed to judge of pre- 
fcnt and future a&ions by thofe that are 
paft. Which is the foundation whereupon 
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all Monarchies and Republicks have efta- 
bliflied the Maxims of their fufofiftence, and 
fotmd oat both what they ought to follow, 
tod what to avoid. 

The Charity which trance hath teftified 
to pacifie our differences, is fo great, that it 
is become incredible, fo unfeafonable that 
it is tufpe&ed, and fo contrary to their for- 
mer proceedings that it is quite other wayes 
wnderftood. - Philofophers fay, we tiumot 
pafs from one extremity to another with- 
out fome mean-, I cannot fee by what fteps 
they are come to thisperfed goodnefs, nor 
what good Genius can have made them it| 
an inftaitt fo good friends of fuch dange- 
rous neighbours to us. \ will pafs my 
cenfure upon nothing, yet, let me have the 
liberty to Judge of all. I find fo great a 
wonder In -this change, that I find a con- 
flict in my fclf to believe it.. It is no Com- 
mon marvel , that thofe who have for f6 
long a time Tseheld all Europe in a flame, 
and could not be moved by the blood and 
deftru&iofr of fo many people to. caft there- 
on one drop of water , fliould now. have 
their bowels fo tender as to companionate 
the difTenttbns arifin* in a corner of the 
world which hath alwayes been fatal to 
them •, That " thofe who have made it 
their chiefeft intereft to divide us , fhould 

• now 
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now make it their glory to reunite its} ' 
That thofe who place cheir reft in oar 
troubles, fliould now apply their cares foe 
our repofe} and that after they have caft 
<us down headlong , they fhould reach its 
a plank for to come aihore. Let the wife 
Reader here ( whilft I determine nothing; 
allow me at jeaft a little diftruft- it is the 
Mother of Safety. The Trojans y who 
<ould not be overcome by Arms, perifhe by

Let us fee what reafons can oblige them 
to iatereft themfel ves fo paifionately in our 
agreement. Is it Religkxi < fureiy no 5 
for that which they profcfs, is contrary to 
that of this Kingdom j and the little Cha- 
rity thfy have for their own, ought not ttf 
penwade us that they have much for ours. 
Is it for the inclination they have to peace * 
fiirely no 5 for if they eftcemedit a benefit* 
they would feek it firft for thcmftflves. It. 
is perhaps for an acknowledgement of their 
obligations to us in the late wars, and for 
the affiftance we gave to thofe of Rochet. 
I, this .would be truly Chriftian indeed, to 
< > ' K 4 render 
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tender us good for evil. They will fay, 
that they are the bands of blood and pa- 
rentage, which bind them to the Otgen.^ 
and yet they have let the Mother beg her 
fubfiftence and retreat among ft rangers, 
which (he could not find with them 7 and 
having beheld her withoiit pitty and fucr 
'cotir in her greateft extremities, they ad- 
vife to offer her a remedy upon the de- 
* dining of her 'ill* But if this be the rea- 
fon of 1 their admittance, I conceive them 
SiO lawful nor indifferent Mediators, fince

-parties! Thf y will whifper us in the ear, 
that the deflgn is to pacifie us, and to in- 
gage us in a league with them againft the . 
Spaniard ; although at the fame time they 
defign Ambafladours iotMunfler to endea- 
vour a peace with him. O, we (hould 
Wrong them very much to believe it, though 
they might feem in an humour to defite 
it of us j They are too gallant fplrited 
to pretend it, they know that we are bet- 
ter advifed than to ferve them to pull 
their Chefnut out of the fire $ that a bo- 
^dy recovering health from a long ficknefs 
Ought not to expofe it felf ta a violent agi- 
tation $ that the State will find it felf 
loadtn with- debts y and the Subjed: ex- 
hausted' by Contributions} that we ought 

-" to 
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to preferr the evident profit of traffick be- 
fore the uncertain vanity of a conqueft * 
that Jealoufies being not yet removed, nor 
emulations fuppreft^ all kind of arming 
would be fufpe<Sted by the State, fearing 
left fome under pretence of a forreign War 
might ftudy private revenge , or the op- 
preffion of the publick liberty $ and that 
in the end it will be our gain to fee them 
deal with Spain, and to make our advan- 
tage of their troubles, or not to meddle 
at all with them, unlefs by adding fecret- 
ly ( according to the revolution of af&irs> 
a little weight to them that {hall be found 
the lighter. If then it be none of thefe 
motives, it remains that it muft be either 
Generofity , or deceit. O Generofity ( that 
haft fo long fince withdrawn thy felf to 
Heaven, there to keep company with the 
fair Aftraa , ojr rather, who we'rt buried 
in France in the. Sepulchre of Monfieur 
Gonin ) is it poffible that thou fhouldft 
be rifen again, or that France fhould have 
recalTd thee with her exiles fince the death 
of her King $ and that the firft labour (he 
fhould put thee to, fhould be in favour of 
England, againft whom but few dayes fince 
fhe (hewed fuch violent refentments, for 
an offence received by a pretended viola- 
tion of the Treaties which had paft be- 
tween 
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tween us i Truly if it be fhe we muft reve : 
rence. her with extraordinary refpe&sj but 
before we give her the Honour due unto 
her, we muft know her, for fear of Idolatry 
in idling her mafqne for her felf, or em- 
bracing a cloud'inftead of a Goddefs. Let us 
give a rhruft with our Launce into thcTrojan 
horfe, to fee if there be no ambufh within. 
In walking lately with fome French Gen- 
tlemen (as tKis nation! is free enoiigh of 
their difcourfe ) a word efcaped from one 
of tlie company without making reflexion 
< as I thihk ) of what Goiihtrey 1 was> That 
amongft their Prophets there was one which 
faid, That the Cwfteft vf England was 
fromifed u their ywngKing. This thought 
caft into the aire though inConfiderately, 
feemed to me very considerable s ***d ha- 
ving givea me an occafion to reffc<ft upon 
all things both pad and prefent, it ferved me 
as a light to guide me id the obfeurity of 
this Labyrinth^ upon' which before I had 
reafcned btit iup&fifciallyi Frotri tfterice 
being returned to my lodging, I opened ac- 
cidentally a book of Mbnfieur de Rehun^ in- 
titled Theiniereftofihe Princes ofChriften* 
Aem % ahd \ fell prefentty upon a pfcffage 
where he faid, That one of th? fureft wayes 
to make ones felf Mifterof a State, is to 
interpofe and make himfdf arbiter of its 
* difie- 
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differences. I had no need of any other . 
Oedipus to expound to me the riddle of the 
ftophefie^thcfe firft motives of fcfptcion ha- 
ving caft me into more profound thoughts, I 
revolved in my mind how France had man- 
aged the whole bufinefs, both bdfdre and 
fince the beginning of our troubles, and 
weighed all the circumftances of this Am- 
baflage. Why fuch a folemn Ambaf- 
fage m a time when all things feem moft 
exafperated and fortheft from accommoda- 
tion if Why then not foonejr, while diffe- 
rences were not yet irrecontilcable between 
the two parties i Why ftich a warlike 
Prince, who is riot experienced in the affairs 
of this Kingdom, to manage a negotiation 
of a peace the moft nice and intricate that 
i he world at this time affords i Why at the 
fame time levying ofSouldiers in Norman- 
dy, when all the other troops are in their 
quarters i Why therefore frould they fup- 
ply one of the parties with money, when 
they come to aft the perfons of Mediators $ 
if not to caft wood and oyle into the flame i 
Why at the fame time an Agent in Scotland, 
who propounds to them openly a League 
with France ? Why begin they only to 
turn their cares upon England^ when they 
are upon the point of concluding a peace 
with, Spain? May not we well judge that 

it 
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it is to prepare themfelves for a new em- 
ployment *, fince they themfelves confefs 
that their boiling ana unquiet temper hath 
need of continual exercife, and that the only 
means to prevent troubles at home, is conti- 
nually to furnifti them with matter where- 
upon to evacuate' their choler abroad. Why 
doth only France afford us this fo fuddain 
and unexpected Charity, after all the frefh 
wounds which bleed yet among them be- 
caufe of the expulfion of the Capuchin s> af- 
ter the continual cares (he hath taken for fo 
many years to lay the foundation of our 
troubles by the fecret negotiations of the 
Marquis of Blainville, by the intrigues of 
the Cardinal of Richelieu with Buckingham,, 
by the long plots in Scotland) and by the; 
open follicicatiofls of the Marquis de la Fert ? t 
by all which they fometimes incited the 
Kings minifters to make him independent 
and abfolute, offering to that purppfe their, 
affiftance, and anon they follicited the State* 
to fhake off the yoke of fervitude, finally 
they transformed themfelves into a thou- 
fand different fhapes, till having plunged us 
deep enough in the gulf> they then call back 
their AmbafTage, to give in appearance fomc 
fatisfaftion to the King> but in truth be- 
caufe his commiffion was expired. May not % 
we well conclude from all this, that they; 

will 
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will now reap the fruit? they have fo care- 
fully fown and cultivated amongft usV From 
theie considerations falling infenfibly pa 
thote of England^ what need ( faid I in my 
felf ) have we of the intermeddling of ftran- 
gers * are they more verted in our interefts 
than our felves i can they afford more expe- 
dients < are they more fenfible of pur Mife- 
ries than thpfe that fuffer them i Is it to ex- 
hort us, or to conft rain us tf the firft is fuper- 
fluous* the fecond dapgeroiis. It muft 
needs be that either in the one cafe they 
think to go beyond us in wit, or in the other 
to matter us by force, If peace be profita- 
ble foir us, have we any need either of a Ma- 
fter to make us know our advantage, or of 
an Oratour to perfwade us to it? If it bq 
hurtful to us, we ought to. give them thanks 
for their advice, but follow that which is 
better. If the peace be feafible, why lhould 
we leave the glory of it to others t if impof- 
jGble, why lofe time in making vain propo- 
rtions * why fhould we acquaint ftrong 
&rid ambitious neighbours, and truft the 
PbiliJIinsmili the fecret of our force t Muft 
England, that hath in times pad compelled 
France to piirchafe pek^bd now conftrain- 
ed to beg it of her i that one of the moft 
confiderable and flourifhihg Monarchies of 
the world fhould ferve for matter of fport to 
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
